Witnesses said one wing of the huge 
eraft fell away from the plane while 
it was flying at 1,000 feet altitude. 
The main body of the plane crashed 
near the southeastern boundary of 
Oceanside. 

There’ was a dull booming noise 
heard as the wing of the great plane 
dropped away, scores of Oceanside 
people said. The noise indicated that 
a mid-air explosion had split the plane. 
Several hundred persons witnessed 
the tragedy. 

Eyewitnesses said there was a 
erackling sound as one wing of the 
large ship crumpled and ripped from 
the fuselage. 

Then the damaged craft fell in an 
awkward downward plunge to strike 
nose first.

Farmers Get Additional 
Year in Which To Con- 
tract for Staple.

Farm administrators today extended 
for one year the period in 
farmers who obtain options on cotton

tion contract s8ld. 


Under the contracts with growers 
who agreed to reduce their growing 
cotton acreage from 25 to 50 per cent, 
about 60 per cent of them will obtain 
options on an aggregate of more than 
2,000,000 bales of government-owned 
cotton. 

Originally their contracts provided 
that they must take up these options 
by May 1, 1984. The modification 
of the contracts ordered today will 
permit them to withhold exercise of 
the opt‘ons until May 1, 1935. 

However, farmers who hold their 
options after May 1, 1934, will be 
required to pay a carrying charge of 
40 cents a month per bale. 

The action was taken by adminis- 
trators to give farmers greater l|ati- 
tude and also to aid in preventing 
the cotton market from. being bur- 
dened with the sale of this cotton 
Within less than a year’s time. 

Farmers, in agreeing to curtail pro- 
duction of this year’s crop, had a 
choice of two contracts. One of them 
called for cash payments varying with 
the estimated yield of the area they 
agreed to plow up. The other pro- 
vided for smaller cash payments and 
options on government cotton at 6 
cents a pound in an amount equal ro 
each farmer’s estimated output of the 
area to be plowed up.

The president's address on the 
industrial recovery agreement now 
being laid before the employers of 
the nation is a plain, straight-for- 
ward and easily understandable 
statement of what he terms a “de- 
liberate, reasonable and just plan 
intended to put into effect at once 
the most important of the broad 


principles which are being estab- 


lished, industry by industry, 
through codes.” 
He emphasizes that the agree- 


ment is a step to bring about im- 
mediately the benefits which will 


become permanent later on with 


the adoption of codes by the va- 
rious industries, a necessarily some- 
what slow procedure. 

The industrial recovery program 
as outlined by the president is nei- 
ther ‘complicated nor is there any-

THE FARMERS’~ OPPORTUNITY! 

As welcome to the farmer as will 
be the cash rental to be paid by 
the government for the acres on 
which he will plow up his cotton, 
his contract with the government 
will bring far greater benefit to him 
if he promptly plants this land in 
soil-building or food crops for home 
consumption. 

Despite the fact that the average 
farmer in this section can grow food 
for his own use practically the year 
around, there are many thousands 
of acres in Georgia which lie idle 
for most of the year. 

It is estimated that between 
900,000 and 1,000,000 acres in 
Georgia on which cotton is now 
growing will be plowed up during 
the next two weeks. The farmer 
who lets it go at that and leaves his 
land as it is until next spring will de- 
prive himself of one of the chief 
benefits of the cotton acreage re- 
duction plan—and will fail to learn 
from actual experience the gain to 
be expected from the wide diversi- 
fication of crops possible under 
Georgia’s wide range of soils and 
long-growing season. 

Lands that have been impover- 
ished through constant replanting, 
year after year, in the same crop, 
can be increased in productiveness 
if the farmer after plowing up his 
cotton plants it in any of the va- 
rious soil-building legumes. With 
the proper care of these acres re- 
leased from cotton production this 
year our farmers can turn every 
acre to productive advantage. 

Many Georgia farmers are still 
buying feed for their stock, the 
cash for which they can save if 
they will use their plowed up acres 
to produce hay and grain for their 
animals and fowls. 


If the farmer’s land is already in 
good condition and he has planted 
sufficient feed crops to care for his 
needs, then he can, under his con- 
tract with the government, plant 
all the food crops he want, so long 
as he uses them for his own family 
and farm hands. It would mean 
that the farm tables of Georgia 
would have more food on them this 
year than ever before. 

The federal rental of from $6 to 
$20 an acre, based upon the aver- 
age amount of cotton which has 
been raised. during the past five 
years on the plowed up ground, 
Should bring from $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 to the farmers of 
Georgia during the next 30 days.

Shadow

In the last: few weeks the French 
have booked some heavy losses agaiu 
in North Africa. The tribes are on 
the move in the interior of Morocco 
and on the confines of the Sahara 
desert, ambushing convoys and ex- 
terminating the garrisons in the out- 
lying block-houses in the desert. This 
rebel activity has given rise to a 
rumor that another great Moorisrz 
leader, another “shadow of God ou 
earth,” as the Moslems say, has 
made his appearance. Some reports 
even have it that Abd-el-Krim, the 
redoubtable chief of the Riff Kabyles, 
has made a getaway from the island 


of Reunion, whence he was exiled 
after his defeat. 

I do not know whether Krim was 
a shadow of God, he certainly was 
a shadow. The late New York World 
assigned me back in 1926 to have a 
look at the depradations he was ef- 
fecting in North Africa. The whole 
country was in fear and trembling 
of this man, not so much because 
of his strength but exactly because 
of his shadowlike movements. He 
flitted through the land, attacked a 
column here, annihiliating it, a week 
later he appeared on the other ex- 
tremity of Morocco to levy tribure 
on some city. His greatest stunt was 
the complete annihilation of an army 
of 50,000 Spanish soldiers in the 
Spanish zone. He was not brought 
to his knees until the French had an 
army of 150,000 in the field against 
him. When he finally surrendered, 
the Spanish wanted to execute Abd- 
el-Krim; the French, however, to 
whom he did surrender, took a more 
merciful view of it and banished him 
with his 17 wives to the island of 
Reunion. Just before he left he 
added a couple of young slaves tv 
his harem. 

I interviewed the Moorish chicf 
on the day before his departure. The 
two young slaves. had just arrived. 
I asked him whether he accepted his 
defeat, ‘‘Allah is kind,” he said. “‘l 
have much to be thankful for.” The 
words were pronounced withea daz- 
zling smile.

THE MUCOUS COLITIS

Persons who have the mucous colitis 
complex will please keep their tem- 
per until I explain that I do not in- 
sist there is nothing the matter with 
the poor gink who develops this mor- 
bid complex. I merely say the chances 
are all against colitis as a‘ correct 
diagnosis in such cases. 
- Colitis means inflammation of the 


| colon. the large intestine. Colitis can 


and does happen, of course, but when 
it does the patient presents no such 
symptoms as these victims of the 
mucous colitis complex have. That 
is a fair, scientific statement of the 
facts.

CONTACTS WASHINGTON, July 25.—The Roosevelt adminis- 

, tration is building a direct contact with the men 
and women of the country that transcends anything heretofore 
known in politics. 

It has the politicians aghast. 

Only men interested in the technique of statesmanship have 
paid much attention to it so far. Others will before the congres- 
sional campaign next year and the presidential election of 1936. 

By then it will be more apparent why so many members of the 
Roosevelt official and private family have taken to the radio, maga- 
zines and newspapers, 

An explanation has been whispered around that those involved 
can use the money they are making. That is true, but far more 
important in the long run is the development of new personal ave- 
nues through which the president can get his case directly to the 
people, , 
Any politician will tell you that is of the utmost significance. 

The president started the new strategy by speaking directly to 
the people. Other presidents have made their addresses to par- 
ticular gatherings, usually conventions and meetings. 

You could have learned how effective the new approach is if 
you walked along the street last Monday night when the president 
was on the air. Practically the entire country listened. 

Similarly effective will be the new column Mrs. Roosevelt is 
establishing for women in a national magazine. Publicity experts 
believe she will contact probably more than a million home-workers 
in personal correspondence. * 

That also means a million voters.

Silk Manufacturers Con- 
tend Industry Belongs 
in Their Division. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—(4)— 
The proper place of the rayon weav- 
ing industry in the textile field be- 
came an issue at hearings today on 
the rayon hour-shortening, wage-rais- 
ing code before the inquiry was ad- 
journed subject to call, 

The silk manufacturers contended 
the industry belongs with their divi- 
sion and the labor group, headed by 
Thomas McMahon, president of the 
United Textile Workers of America, 
sided with them.

For Re-employment 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—(/)— 
Here’s the program for the emergency 
re-employment drive begun last night 
by President Roosevelt's call to the 
country for volunteer co-operation : 

July 27 to 29, mail carriers dis- 
tribute agreement blanks to all. em- 
ployers with return envelopes and a 
form certifying compliance with the 
agreement terms. Simultaneously civic 
and patriotic organizations launch 
campaign of explanation and public 
education.
